AN ACT to amend subsection 5 of section 1087—11 of the
statutes, relating to inheritance taxes.

Subsection 5 of section 1087—11 of the statutes
is amended to read: (Section 1087—11) 5. Whenever a tax

of any resident or nonresident decedent upon the transfer of
any property, * * * when the property or estate left by
such decedent is partly within and partly without this state,
or upon any stocks, bonds, mortgages, or other securities repre-
senting * * * oproperty or estate partly within and partly
without this state, * * * gany béneficiary of such estate shall
be entitled to deduct * * * only a proportion of his share
of the debts, expenses of administration and * * * of his
Wisconsin exemption, equal to the proportion which * * *
his interest in the property within the state or within its juris-
diction bears to * * * his entire dnterest in such estate.

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CITAPTER 170.

AN ACT to authdrize the state board of control to make settle-
ment with H. B. Pazik of Waukesha, Wisconsin, for certain
damages sustained by her.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTion 1. The state board of control is authorized and
empowered to make settlement with H. B. Pazik of Waukesha,
Wisconsin, for damages sustained by her and expenses neces-
sarily incurred by her in such sum as said board shall deem
just, but not exceeding in all three hundred fifty dollars, on
account of the trespass on her premises on August 7, 1917, and
on dates prior thereto by cattle belonging to the Wisconsin in-
dustrial school for boys, without fault or negligence on the part
of said H. B. Pazik. Such settlement to be made by the board
